Survey Hudson’s Straits 
Government to Secure as Much Data 
as Possible Regarding Navigation 
Plans are rapidly being matured for 
the aerial reconnaissance, to be car- 

ried out in Hudson straits. 

The mother ship for the aeroplanes 
is being put into commission and the 
flying crews are being selected. It 
is the intention to keep the mother 
ship in the Straits for at least one 
year and to make daily observations. 
Probably it will be late in 1928 before 


the expedition returns. 


Meantime the railway to the Bay 
will have been completed and work 
on the port will have proceeded far 
enough to make the opening of the 
reute possible. 

The intention of Hon. Charles Dun- 
ning. minister of railways, is to amass 
as large a bedy of authorittative data 
on the Straits as possible.
